CONCLUSIONS  OF  LAW

This  matter  came  on  for  hearinB  before  the  undersiened  administrative  law  ^udee  on  October  1 4  and  i  5  1 999  in  New 
Bern  The  petitioner  was  represented  bj  Ralph  T  Brjant  Jr  The  respondent  was  represented  hj  Scott  Hart  The  petitioner 
introduced  Exhibits  #  I  26  The  respondent  mtroduced  Exhibits  #  1  37  and  made  one  offer  of  proof  The  petitioner  filed  a 
proposed  recommended  decision  on  December  23   1 999  The  respondent  filed  exceptions  on  the  same  date  and  on  Januarj  6  2000 

PRELIMINARY  MATTERS 

At  the  beeinninB  of  the  hearine  the  court  issued  an  order  dismissine.  plaintiff  s  claim  of  race  discrimination  fmdine  that 
petitioner  failed  to  alleee  race  discrimination  in  her  contested  case  petition  and  therefore  the  Office  of  Administrative  Hearings 
lacked  sub.ect  matter  .urisdiction  over  the  race  discrimination  claim 

ISSUE 

Did  the  respondent  Neuse  Mental  Health  Center  have  Just  cause  to  dismiss  the  petitioner  for  erossb  inefficient  Job 
performance? 

FINDINGS  OF  FACT 

Petitioner  was  employed  hj  the  respondent  as  a  case  manaeer  and  was  subject  to  the  State  Personnel  Act  Her 
emplo/ment  ended  December  I  8  i  998  Her  position  involved  workine  one  on  one  with  individual  consumers  of  Neuse 
Mental  Health  Center  who  suffered  from  mental  and/or  emotional  disabilities  The  Center  enabled  consumers  to 
participate  more  fulLr  in  daib  activities  at  home  and  at  work  The  case  manaeer  performed  the  initial  screenine.  and  intake 
of  consumers  The  case  manaeers  worked  with  the  assiened  consumer  in  vanous  capacities  throuehout  the  consumer  s 
relationship  with  the  Center 


The  Notice  of  dismissal  states  that  petitioner  was  dismissed  for  erossb  inefficient  Job  performance 
stated  six  specific  items  which  were  the  basis  for  the  dismissal 


The  dismissal  letter 


Grossb  inefficient  Job  performance  occurs  when  the  emploj'ce  fails  to  satisfactorib  perform  Job  re4uirements  as  specified 
in  the  .ob  description  work  plan  or  as  directed  b^  the  manaeement  of  the  work  unit  or  aeencj  and  that  failure  results  in 

U  )  the  creation  of  the  potential  for  death  or  serious  harm  to  a  clientls-'  an  emplojeeU) 

members  of  the  public  or  to  a  personls)  over  whom  the  emplojree  has  responsibilitr. 
or 

(2)  the  loss  of  or  damaee  to  aeencj  propertj  or  funds  that  result  in  a  serious  impact  on  the 

aBencr  and/or  work  unit 

Roj  Wilson  siened  the  dismissal  letter  Mr  Wilson  is  the  Area  Director  of  Neuse  Mental  Health  Center  Mr  Wilson 
dismissed  Ms  Thomas  under  the  erossb  inefficient  Job  performance  standard  He  believed  that  the  standard  was  met 
because  Ms  Thomas  performance  met  section  laH2)  of  the  defimtion  which  states  that  the  standard  is  satisfied  when  an 
employee  fails  to  satisfactory  perform  the  ob  requirements  and  that  failure  results  in  (2)  the  loss  of  or  damaee  to 
aeencj  propertr  or  funds  that  result  in  a  serious  impact  on  the  aeencj  andVor  work  unit 

Laura  Richardson  Price  was  Ms    Thomas    immediate  supervisor   Ms    Price  stated  that  she  did  not  sueeest  that  Ms 
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Thomas  be  terminated  for  the  reasons  snecified  in  the  dismissal  letter  and  that  those  reasons  were  not  her  reasons 

The  six  reasons  listed  in  the  dismissal  letter  involved  the  updatine  of  service  plans  A  service  plan  is  nre pared  for  everj 
consumer  and  outlines  the  services  that  the  Center  will  provide  for  the  consumer  The  service  plans  are  updated  on  an 
annual  basis  In  the  specific  instances  identified  in  the  dismissal  letter  each  instance  involved  a  service  plan  that  the 
respondent  contended  was  updated  after  the  annual  deadline  The  result  accordinB  to  Mr  Wilson  was  financial  paybacks 
to  Medicaid 

Mr  Wilson  stated  that  he  made  the  decision  to  fire  Ms  Thomas  because  he  believed  that  the  Medicaid  pa/backs 
associated  with  the  six  instances  listed  in  the  dismissal  letter  satisfied  the  criteria  of  a  serious  fmancial  impact  on  the  work 
unit    The  evidence  however  showed  that  Mr  Wilson  was  incorrect 

Of  the  six  records  listed  bj  the  respondent  in  the  dismissal  letter  it  is  clear  that  records  #4  5  and  6  did  not  result  in  aitr 
Medicaid  payback  whatsoever  Therefore  the  onlj  records  that  could  have  possibb  resulted  in  a  loss  of  funds  for  the 
aeencj  are  records  #L    2  and  3    Bj  the  aeencj  s  own  documentation  the  Medicaid  paybacks  for  #1    2  and  3  totaled 

$1  332  30 

There  is  no  evidence  that  this  amount  had  a  sienificant  impact  on  the  asencj  For  example  in  ^ust  six  months  the 
respondent  had  paid  a  total  of  $62  I  08  67  in  Medicaid  paybacks  The  Medicaid  pa/back  attributed  to  Ms  Thomas  was 
onlj  two  percent  of  the  Medicaid  payback  for  the  period  between  Januarj  31    I  999  to  the  June  30   1999 

In  addition  there  were  a  number  of  employees  who  were  not  terminated  for  erossb  inefficient  performance  even  though 
their  Medicaid  paybacks  e4ualed  or  exceeded  that  of  the  petitioner  The  evidence  shows  that  the  folio  wine  employees  had 
the  folio  winB  Medicaid  paybacks  durine  this  same  period  of  time

Evidence  that  other  employees  had  the  same  or  ereater  amounts  of  Medicaid  paj'backs  than  the  petitioner  but 
were  not  terminated  or  even  disciplined  undercuts  Mr  Wilson  s  position  that  the  petitioner  eneaBed  in  Brossb 
insufficient  .ob  performance 

The  testimony  was  confusinB  about  when  a  service  plan  was  actualb  due  The  more  the  respondent  s  witnesses 
testified  about  when  the  service  plans  were  due  the  more  thej  confused  the  matter  The  testimorLr  of  the 
respondent  s  witness  on  the  second  daj  contradicted  the  previous  testimortr  of  another  respondent  s  witness  on 
the  first  daj  At  the  end  of  the  first  daj'  the  undersiened  believed  he  understood  when  the  service  plan  was  due 
But  hj  the  end  of  the  second  daj  he  also  was  confused  about  when  the  service  plans  were  due 

Ms  Thomas  contended  that  two  of  the  records  were  actually  in  the  medical  records  section  Initialb  Ms  Price 
could  not  find  evidence  that  the  service  plans  had  been  filed  Ms  Thomas  went  to  the  medical  records  section 
located  the  service  plans  and  made  a  copj  of  the  service  plans  She  informed  her  supervisor  that  the  service 
plans  had  actualb  been  filed  as  she  had  stated  Ms  Thomas  asked  Ms  Price  to  rescind  the  written  wamme  based 
on  the  fact  that  she  had  located  the  filed  service  plans  Ms  Price  declined 

CONCLUSION  OF  LAW 

The  respondent  improperb  dismissed  the  petitioner  for  erossb  inefficient  -ob  performance  Therefore  the 
respondent  lacked  .ust  cause  to  dismiss  the  petitioner
